It Can Be Done 


Canadians have never been ufraic to tackle big problems, 


and have never 

displayed undue euibarking upon great undertakings. This 
characteristic has been shown by Canadians almost without number, and has 
been displayed over and over again by the people of the Dominion in their 
collectiwe capacity through company and co-operative organization and as rep- 
resented by the Federal and I’tovincial Governments, - 

The building of the Wciland and Soo Canals, the development of one of 
the great seaports of the world on a river 1,000 miles inland, the construc- 
tion of nol one but ihree greal trans-continental railways, the hydro develop- 
ment in Ontaric, the great farmers’ co-operative undertakings in the West, 
and many other outstanding enierprises tell the story of Canadian initiative, 
resource and energy, backed by infinite patience, 
and an abiding faith. 

Perhaps this national Chu:acteristi¢. was never more vividly revealed 
than when Germany first made its threat against the liberties of the world 
and aimed its militaristic blow at the civilization of the twentieth century. 
Although far removed from the actuatscene of impending hostilities, Canada 
did not hesitate but’stood should to shoulder with Britain in defence of British 

‘honor and the cause of freedeia, and poured out its wealth in manhood, ma- 
terials and money without stint. And the same dogged determination, per- 
severance and courage chiracterized the Canadian armies in the field through- 
out the long and bitter struggle untii they came to be recognized the world 
over as constituting the spearhead of the Allies’ offensive in the most critical 
operations, : 

Success has crowned the etfcrts of Canada in carrying out its many large 
and bold undertakings: Seemingly unsurmountable difficulties have been 
o -ertome and the seattered and weak group of littie colonial units of fifty odd 
years ago have been welded into cne of the coming nations of the world. 

Since the close of the war, Canada has had entirely new problems to face 
which were created by and are a direct outcome of the war. Notably it has 
to carry an enormous burden of cebt for a small population, and, staggering 
under that load, has had to pass through the disturbed economic conditions 
and depression of the after the war years. Compared with other countries 
it has done well and is now emerging unto the high road of renewoul activily 
and returning prosperity. 

But it is not in the more material things alone that Canada is revealing 
the national characteristics of Cegianization, initiative and perseverance. Let 
us cite but one example. Practically all civilized countries have been con-;: 
fronted with the cnormous ioss of life and economic strength resulting from | 
the ravages of what has come to be termed the Great White Plague—tuber- 
culosis—which is cating its way into the very vitals of the human race. Can- | 
ada began warfare on this insidious enemy some years ago and has con- 
tinued on the offensive against it with increasing force year by year. os 

It is interesting to note that during 1924 Canada had the lowest death 
rate from all forms of tuberculvsis yet recorded, either on the American con- 
tinent or in Europe, and in the Province of Saskatchewan, where the battle 
against tuberculosis has been »piost vigorously fought, the lowest death rate 
for any province is .rccorded, cither from tuberculosis or any other cause. 

What it n&: thus been den.onstrated is capable of accomplishment in 
overcoming tuberculosis throng! organized, persistent, scientific. effort, is 
equally possible of achievement iu the eradication of other evils if the people 
of Canada make up their mind to destroy them. There are in Canada, as 
everywhere, people who scem to cujoy looking on the dark side of things, who 
prefer to think and talk Gepres-inely instead of encouragingly. While such 
people are usually loud spoken and thus make considerable noise, the im- 
pression they sometimes create is not warranted by their numbers or ihe 
actual facts of the situation which they so grossly distort. Fortunately, as 
the above recital shows, they are not representative of Canadians and Cana 
dian character. 

Canadians today, as of yore, are of a breed which says that ii a thing 
requires to be done, it can be done, and they necessary qualities 
and the grit to achieve success in any undertaking to which they turn their 
hands and brains.

Here and There 


Of the 20,000 harvesters who 
went west this summer over Cana- 
dian Pacific lines, 14,000 are knewn 
to have returned east, according 
to C. B. Foster, Passenger Traffic 
Manager, Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, and it is thought that many 
others have returned, while several 
thousand are believed to have ac- 
cepted positions in the west for the 
Winter, 


An indication of the increase in 
the value of effects being brought 


, into Canada by settlers from the 


United States is shown in the la- 
test: report to the Department of 
Trade and Commerce. From April 
1 to September 30, effects so classi- 
fied were valued at $38,129,833, as 
compared with $2,666,467 in the 
same period last ye’, an increase 
of $462,872. 


A feature which wil add greatly 
to the attractions of Vancouver, 
B.C., as a Winter resort, to say 
nothing of increasing its summer 
allurements, will be the new gw'f 
course to be laid out there at a cost 
of $120,000, exclusive of land. Work 
on the course will commence next 
spring. Fees will be merely nom- 
inal, fifty cents being charged for 
an 18-hole round, $2.50 for a 
month’s play and $20 for a year. 
Play will be open to any member 
of the public. 


lmmigrants entering Canada dur- 
ing the 12 months ending October 
81, 1924, totalled 134,189, as com- 
pared with 126,744 in the corres- 
ponding period of 1922-1923, ac- 
cording to the Department of Im- 
migration and Colonization. These 
figures are more encouraging in 
view of the fact that the number of 
Canadians emmigrating to the 
United States has to some extent 
decreased, while the number return- 
ing from the United States is on 
the increase, -according to the de- 
partment. 


On November 29th, Hon. Mar- 
guerite Shaughnessy, daughter of 
the late Lord Shaughnessy, chair- 
man of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, performed the launching and 
christening ceremony at the Clyde- 
bank yards of John Brown and Cp. 
when the new Canadian Pacific 
S.S. Princess Marguerite, named in 
her honor, was slipped into the 
water. The Princess Marguerite is 
the second of the two vessels re- 
cently ordered by the Canadian Pa- 
cific for the company’s British Co- 
lumbia coastal service. 


An entirely new service between 
Mentreal, Toronto and Winnipeg, 
operating on the fastest schedule 
yet established for these cities, was 


. instituted by the Canadian Pacific 


Railway en December 4. The new 
train, leaving Montreal at 6.15 p.m. 
daily, and Toronto at 9.45 p.m. 
daily, reaches Winnipeg at 9 a.m., 
89 hours, 45 minutes after leaving 
Montreal and 36 hours 15 minutes 
after leaving Torento. Express 
shippers are especially benefitted, 
as shipments reach the terminal 
cities in time for delivery on the 
second day after leaving, instead of 
on the third as formerly. Passen- 
gers gain a business day and earlier 
connections for more distant points, 
on reaching their destinations. As 
the eastbound train of this service 
connects direct with the Frontenac 
for Quebec city, passengers and ex- 
press bound for that point also gain 
greatly by reduced time. ) 


An extensive programme is being 
prepared in connection with tne 
winter sports activities of the Cha- 
teau Frontenac, the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway's famous hotel at Que- 
bec. E. Des Baillets, newly appoint- 
ed sports director for the hotel, is 
planning the formation of the Fron- 
tenac Winter Club and the holding 
of competitions in curling, ski-ing, 
ski-joring, skating and other pas- 
times of the season. 


Surprise packets in the shape of 
crates containing two lions, a male 
cub and a full grown female, consti- 
tuted the most interesting shipment 
handled: by the Montreal and To- 
ronto offices of the Dominion Ex- 
press Co. this year.

A number of Brit- 
ish apple growers and buyers are 
at present putting large tracts of 
land under fruit. With the apple 
growing industry increasing from 
year to year, at the rate of two to 
three hundred per cent per decade, 
only twenty per cent of the orchard 
land available in the province is 
yet under fruit.

_ To Natural Resources 


Urge Arranging For Transfer 
Province of Public Domain 

Regina.—Trenchant arguments in 
support of Saskatchewan's claim to 
the natural resources of the province 
were advanced in the Saskatchewan 
Legislature when a resolution calling 
upon the Provincial Government to 
continue to urge upon the Dominion 
Government “the necessity for ar- 
ranging for the transfer to the prov- 
ince of the public domain within its 
limits without delay,” was carried. 
~W. H. McKinnon (Government, 
Wadena) moved the resolution which 
was seconded by T. H. Garry (Govern- 
ment, Yorkton). 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Minister of 
Highways, wak the only other speaker 
to the resolution which carried unani- 
mously.

Neariy All Coal Mining Provinces 
Show Increased Production 

The output of coal from Canadian 
mines during September amounted to 
902,595 short tons, an increase of 28 
per cent, over the tonnage of the pre- 
vious month.

Making Sugar From Dahlias 


American Scientists Told of Commer- 
cial Possibilities in Flower 

Production of sugar from dahlias as 
a commercial possibility was discuss- 
ed in a paper prepared for the chemi- 
cal section of the American Assocla- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, 
by Dr. R. F. Jackson, of the Bureau 
of Standards. Sugar in the levulose 
form, which is sweeter than other 
sugar, can be produced by a néw cry- 
stalizing process from both dahlias 
and artichokes, he said, but the flower 
has the greatest possibilities commer- 
cially as from 10 to 206 tons can be 
grown to the acre,
